Agawam firefighter retires after 43 years of service

lot has changed in the last 

four decades of firefighting in 
Agawam. From new safety guide- 
lines to new apparatus to a new fire 
headquarters to personnel, there 
remained one constant at Agawam 
Fire Department over the last 40 
years: Raymond Pond, who will 
retire from fire service at the end 
of this week. 

Pond, known as “Big Ray” 
around Agawam Fire Headquar- 
ters, has been a full-time firefighter 
for the last 43 years. Prior to that, 
he was a call firefighter for two 
years. 

Over the course of his tenure, he 
has worked under five different fire

chiefs, countless lieutenants and 
has watched as the firefighters with 
whom he started his career in 1969 
retired and a new crop of men and 
women rotated in. 

“I like the job and the people 
I’ve worked with,” said Pond, who 
celebrated his upcoming retire- 
ment July 6 with a reception at fire 
headquarters, which included both 
current and former members of the 
department. 

Pond became interested in the 
fire service at a young age, he said. 
His father was on the volunteer 
fire department in the 1920s and 
he has had other family members 
who were firefighters throughout 
the years including his uncle, and 
cousin. His father-in-law, William 
Lynch, was a firefighter at Westo- 
ver Air Force Base from the 1950s 
to the 1980s. 

“Like a lot of kids, I wanted to 
be a firefighter,” Pond said, adding, 


“I just didn’t grow out of it.” 

Today, Pond is known not only 
for his longevity in the fire service 
industry, but for his knowledge — 
and collection — of fire apparatus. 

“He buys and sells antique 
trucks; we have a garage full of 
firetrucks,’ said Debra Pond, his 
wife of 35 years. “Since before I 
knew him, he’s had firetrucks.” 

“He could walk in and spot 
something wrong with a truck 
when no one else knew about it,” 
said his cousin John Johnson, a 
call department lieutenant for 30 
years. “He’s got the same dedicat- 
ed enthusiasm today as he did the 
day he started.” 

And he’s always been a dedi- 
cated fireman, said Debra. She 
called his career as a firefighter “a 
calling.” 

“On our first date we went to 
a fire,’ she recalled. “That was 
after we went to the movies. He 
happened to have a scanner in his 
brand new 1972 Duster. He heard 
about a fire in Springfield out by 
the old Wesson Hospital. He said, 
‘Do you want to go?’ I said, ‘I 
don’t care.’ We went up to the fire 
and the road was blocked off... we 
were there for about 45 minutes. 
That was our first date.”

f you rely on needles, syringes and lancets 

as a medical necessity, and you are throw- 
ing them in the trash, as of July 1, you just 
violated a statewide ban. 

According to the Executive Office of 
Health and Human Services, it’s all part of 
the state’s “Pharmacy Access Law” of 2006, 
which legalized over-the-counter purchase 
of these medical devices, referred to as 
“sharps.” Typically, sharps are used in the 
home for administering medications to treat 
diabetes, allergies, arthritis, osteoporosis, 
multiple sclerosis, hepatitis B and HIV. 

In 2010, the implementation of the ban 
on disposing sharps in trash containers was 
revised in an effort to give municipalities 
the time to prepare a sharps disposal plan. 
That’s when the ban was extended to July 1 
of this year. 

And according to Public Health Nurse 
Sherry Petrucci, Agawam is one of 224 com- 
munities to have established a safe disposal 
site: in the health department at Agawam 
Town Hall, she said. Residents may pur- 
chase containers (a two-quart container is 
$8, which includes disposal fee) or use an 
outside container. Disposal fees are depen- 
dent on the size of the container: a one-quart 
container is $4; two-quarts is $6; a gallon is 
$10 and anything over a gallon is $15. 

The law was designed to reduce the spread 
of HIV infection, but it also aims to protect 
solid waste collection employees. According 
to the most recent statistics, three percent of 
waste collection employees have been stuck 
with needles while collecting household 
trash at curbside. Towns that do not offer a 
plan for safe sharps disposal could jeopar- 
dize waste collection contracts. 

For towns that have implemented safe 
disposal plans, any resident who is found 
disposing of needles, syringes and lancets in 
their trash cans for pickup could potentially 
lose trash service. 

To be clear, there is really no way around 
this statewide ban. Even if you put the caps 
back on needles and/or place them in con- 
tainers, like detergent bottles, if you dispose 
of them in your household trash, you are in 
violation.

Sr., of Agawam, was awarded the French 
Legion of Honor from French Consul Gen- 
eral Christophe Guilhou in honor of landing 
at Omaha Beach on D-Day, June 6, 1944, 
and fighting throughout France to liberate 
the country during World War II. 

A luncheon ceremony was held June 
22 at the Basketball Hall of Fame’s Mass- 
Mutual Gallery. Among dignitaries in atten- 
dance were Congressman Richard E. Neal, 
Springfield Mayor Domenic Sarno, Spring- 
field Veterans Director Thomas Belton, and 
Barbara Bishop, an aide to Mass. House 
Speaker Robert DeLeo. 

Della Giustina is the retired general man- 
ager of the Springfield Teachers Credit 
Union. He was also a guidance counselor 
and business math teacher at Commerce 
High School in Springfield. He is an alum- 
nus of American International College 
where he earned his bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees under the GI Bill and has a Certifi- 
cate of Advanced Studies from UConn. 

Della Giustina was born and raised on 
Loring Street in Springfield’s South End. He 
met his wife while they were manufacturing 
rifles at the Springfield Armory. He entered 
the U.S. Army on March 17, 1943, went 
through training at Camp Shelby in Louisi- 
ana, and as part of his U.S. Army education, 
studied at the University of Alabama and 
Manhattan College in New York. 


Gotta love the blueberry 


e spent the fourth of July picking 

blueberries at the local pick-your-own 
farm, actually Howe’s Farm & Garden in 
New Braintree. Surrounded by fruit laden 
bushes as far as the eye could see, my first 
thought was “This is God’s country.” The 
sound of church bells announcing noontime 
helped to set the stage. One hour and 12 
pounds of berries later we emerged from the 
patch. Hot, yes, but excited over endless pos- 
sibilities for the harvest. 

Of course we would eat a few fresh and by 
the handful. For the best quality, store ber- 
ries in the refrigerator in open containers and 
wash upon use. 

The majority of the blueberries we picked 
would be frozen for consumption during 
the fall and winter. Freezing berries is super 
easy, and economical too. Simply give the 
batch a good once-over to remove any stems, 
leaves or squished berries then place it on a 
cookie sheet to pre-freeze. Once the berries 
have frozen, pack them into Ziploc bags or 
plastic container - this way you will be able

After landing at Omaha Beach on D-Day 
in the third wave, he went on to liberate St. 
Lo and Cherbourg and was a mine sweeper 
from there to Paris. He fought in Belgium 
and Germany helping to build the pontoon 
bridge at Remagen and run a POW camp. 
He returned home Sept. 1, 1945 and mar- 
ried Jennie Subotin from Agawam, where 
they settled and raised three children. In 
1992, he and his family retraced his WWII 
steps, finding the exact place he had landed 
at Omaha Beach, and reuniting with French 
friends from the war. 

Della Giustina served as chairman of both 
the Agawam Board of Selectmen and School 
Committee. In 2003, he was chosen Italian 
of the Year by the Agawam Sister City Com- 
mittee. He was a member of the Agawam 
City Charter Committee, which changed 
Agawam from a town to a city. He was a 
founding member of the Agawam UNICO 
and for years, served on the Democratic 
Town Committee and as a delegate to Dem- 
ocratic state conventions. He celebrated his 
89th birthday June 5. 

Napoleon created the Legion of Honor 
in 1802 to acknowledged services rendered 
to France by persons of exceptional merit. 
The French Ambassador to the USA Fran- 
cois Delattre wrote to Della Giustina, “The 
French people will never forget your cour- 
age and your devotion to the great cause of 
freedom.”

drying blueberries a whirl. 
The concept of dried fruit 
bode well with me, especially considering 
the near freezer disaster we had last Octo- 
ber when the power was out for days. My 
buddy was able to dry his in about twelve 
hours with the gauge on the dehydrator set 
to about one hundred and thirty-five degrees. 


Another way to preserve 
berries is to make jam. The 
word “canning” has always evoked fear in 
me because of a “near death” experience my 
mother and her prospective in-laws had de- 
cades ago after consuming her own canned 
apples. But alas, I am a rebel at heart and 
wanted to prove to myself that I could mas- 
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ter yet another homesteading skill. First I 
sterilized the jars. My husband and I cooked 
down the fruit with sugar and pectin accord- 
ing to the recipe and ladled it into the jars. 
We wiped the rim clean, put on the lids and 
screwed down the bands. After ten minutes 
in a bath of boiling water we had nine beau- 
tiful jars of blueberry jam on the counter. 
Within an hour all had “popped,” indicating 
a good seal. My five year old gave me her 
seal of approval after consuming the “best 
ever” peanut butter and jelly sandwich made 
with my jam. Yippee! 

According to the attendant at the blueber- 
ry farm, picking will go into September. See 
you there!

WNE recognized for calculus programs 


SPRINGFIELD - The lessons 
learned in the classrooms of Western 
New England University could soon 
influence how calculus is taught at 
colleges and universities across the 
country. Western New England is 
one of 16 colleges and universities 
cited as having particularly success- 
ful programs in a study of Calculus I 
classes nationwide conducted by the 
Mathematical Association of Amer- 
ica (MAA). 

“It’s an incredible honor to be 
among a handful of institutions rec- 
ognized out of the entire country,” 
says Prof. Dennis Luciano, chair of 
the Department of Mathematics at 
Western New England. “It’s a trib- 
ute to the quality of our faculty and 
their devotion to teaching.” 

The MAA study, “Characteristics 
of Successful Programs in College 
Calculus,’ was funded through a 
National Science Foundation grant. 
The Mathematical Association sur- 
veyed nearly 14,000 students at 200 
colleges and universities across the 
United States. 


Researchers looked at a variety 
of measures at the start and end of 
the term, including passing rates, 
interest in continuing to calculus 
II, general interest in continuing 
to pursue mathematics, enjoyment 
of mathematics, and confidence in 
mathematical ability. The 16 schools 
selected range from Ph.D.-granting 
institutions to community colleges. 

Researchers found that after tak- 
ing calculus I, Western New England 
students were more likely than the 
national average to want to continue 
to study calculus and mathematics 
in general; were more confident in 
their mathematical abilities; and en- 
joyed mathematics more. 

“Our small class sizes and fre- 
quent use of group work and explo- 
ration activities means our faculty 
can spend significant time interact- 
ing with students individually,” says 
Caleb Shor, assistant professor of 
mathematics. “Since the material in 
calculus constantly builds on itself, 
mastery of key concepts is vital for 
success. To facilitate this, we have 


incorporated a few methods for our 
students to receive instant feedback 
on their work, from online home- 
work to gateway exams.” 

In the next phase of the study, a 
three-member research team will 
visit Western New England this fall 
to observe classes and learn more 
about what makes the University’s 
program successful. 

Calculus I was chosen for the 
study because it serves as an im- 
portant gateway to a host of careers 
in the STEM (Science, Technol- 
ogy, Engineering, and Mathematics) 
fields. The MAA hopes to use the 
results of the study to leverage im- 
provements in calculus instruction 
across the country. 

The MAA is the nation’s larg- 
est professional organization that 
focuses on mathematics at the un- 
dergraduate level. The association 
counts more than 20,000 members 
drawn from academia, government, 
business, and industry.

calendar they heard that the local MDAV 
chapter needed some support. “When I con- 
tacted them, I was surprised to learn it’s an 
all-volunteer, non-governmental organiza- 
tion that acts as an advocate for local injured 
veterans. They also help transport injured 
vets to appointments at VA hospitals — often 
as far away as Boston or Connecticut.” 

A majority of money raised for the dis- 
abled vetrans often gets focused on more 
major metropolitan areas, said De Prille. He 
added that local MDAV volunteers are advo- 
cates who help returning veterans navigate 
the various government hurdles so they can 
get the best treatment available in the least 
amount of time. 

“This year’s show will be bigger and bet- 
ter than last year, but we hope that in every 
year hence, we can improve our contribution 
to Chapter 55,” said De Prille. 


Helping with financial hurdles 

Money from last year’s show was used by 
the MDAV chapter to help pay for tornado 
damage repairs at its West Springfield office. 
The space at 425 Union St. had been donated 
by the landlord since 2009. 

Once the damage was repaired, Chapter 
55 faced a new crisis. It was forced to re- 
locate to another office when its space was 
rented to another organization. This created 
a new financial hurdle to overcome. 

“We moved to a different floor in the same 
building, but the landlord required us to pay 
rent,’ said Michael Granger, a volunteer who 
serves as the chapter’s department service 
officer. “The rent could be almost $20,000 a 
year, but we negotiated with the landlord to 
get it to $6,000. But this extra cost creates a 
major catastrophe to our budget.” 

Granger added that most of the chapter’s 
funds come from its members and some lim- 
ited fund-raising efforts. 
“Requests from disabled 
vets coming home from 
Iraq and Afghanistan keep 
increasing. To meet this 
demand, we’re constantly 
trying to expand our ser- 
vices. So, we greatly ap- 
preciate Crankers for step- 
ping up to the plate to help 
us.” 

Helping organizations 
in need is nothing new for 
CACC, said Dick Chap- 
man, 84. The Agawam 
resident founded the club 
in 1958 and is still actively 
involved. 

Chapman said that as a 501C-3 nonprofit 
charitable organization, the club has raised 
funds for various community causes for 
more than 50 years. CACC has supported 
the Springfield Shriner’s Hospital, the Li- 
ons Club, and participated in local parades, 
shows at nursing homes, and similar com- 
munity events. 


“We aren’t professional 
fundraisers. We’re just a 
bunch of car collectors 
trying to improve the 
image of our hobby by 
helping the community.”

Like many other club members, Chapman 
is a World War II veteran.

from friends and family, Tourville took his 
work to Xlibris, a company that assists writ- 
ers like Tourville to self-publish their manu- 
scripts. 

Once he devoted time to the book, it took 
about six months to complete, he said. 

“I have no writing background, which 
meant I had to re-read and re-write often,” 
said Tourville. 

A Promise to Astrid re-tells events that oc- 
curred during a period of time in Tourville’s 
life. It began 25 years ago with a friendly 
neighbor-to-neighbor chat over a fence in 
Tourville’s backyard in Chicopee. 

“The plot is simple,” he said. “It’s about 
a family on a limited income, who needed 
a new car, and didn’t have the means to get 
one.” 

Tourville’s neighbor, Astrid, offers to help 
his family with their money woes, and when 
Tourville declined, Astrid, in her clever and 
crafty way, found some creative means to 
help, much to his initial chagrin. 

“Who would like to take money from an 
80-year-old woman who drove a rusty old 
car?” he said. 

However, Astrid’s generosity was ex- 
tremely appreciated and reciprocated. As- 
trid — and the events that are described in 
the book — have all had a life-long effect on 
Tourville and his family. 


The theme of this year’s show is “Sup- 
porting Our Troops Takes More Than Fend- 
er Ribbons.” De Prille said the club con- 
tacted nearly 500 potential sponsors around 
the country to donate goods and services for 
raffles in addition to a 50/50 cash raffle.

pated in several large fires both in Agawam and while providing 
mutual aid to surrounding towns. 

One incident that sticks out in his memory occurred a few days 
after Christmas years ago when he helped to rescue a grandfa- 
ther and 15-month-old baby from a burning apartment in Belden 
Court. According to Pond, the two were trapped inside the apart- 
ment because the fire was in the doorway. 

“The Christmas tree and everything was burning,” Pond re- 
called. “We had to fight out way in.” 

Thankfully, he said, the two were able to escape without harm. 

Another notable fire was the Worthy Paper Mill Fire in April 
1975. 

“That was a big one,” he said. “The whole mill was going. I 
think it was about five stories.” 


Decades of change 

In the years since he came to Agawam Fire De- 
partment, Pond has seen a number of changes occur. 
For starters, “He worked with the original Jaws of Life,’ said 
Deputy Chief Gary Brown, who added, “He was also one of the 
last guys to legally ‘ride the rails’ on the back of the fire truck. 
Now everyone is in the seated position with four walls surround- 
ing them.” 

When Pond started, the department was using a 1930 Interna- 
tional fire truck. Today, its newest apparatus is a 2007 Pierce Con- 
tender, and Pond was instrumental in bringing it to Agawam. 

“He’s had a direct hand in drafting/drawing specs for the last 
20 years’ worth of fire trucks,” said Brown. “He has seen an awful 
lot of changes.” 

Pond also saw the advent of 911; wore rubber turnout gear with 
pull-up boots; worked at the Ottawa Street station (which was de- 


He was a member of the fire department before there was an 
ambulance and as such, is not a paramedic like the rest of the 
firefighters today. 

The biggest change, said Brown, is that Agawam has morphed 
from an agricultural community to a more residential/industrial 
one. 

“He’s seen the town transform from a farming community of 
15,000 people in the 1960s to a community of more than 30,000 
people today,” said Brown. 

“Its amazing, the changes in the department and the personnel 
since Ray’s been here,” said Lt. James Deming, with whom Pond 
worked on “B Group.” “He bridges the gap from the old time 
firefighters; he’s the standard you hold firefighters to.” 

Deming called Pond’s commitment to the community “admi- 
rable,’ a sentiment to which Brown agrees. 

“He’s a true servant to the community,” Brown said, adding 
Pond spans knowledge of personnel for 70 years: from 1942 to 
2012. 

“Ray knew the first hire of the department,” Brown explained. 

Today, he’s been a firefighter for longer than current Chief Alan 
Sirois has been alive. 

“The experience and time that Ray has put in is certainly going 
to be an asset missed here at Agawam Fire,” said Sirois. “It’s the 
end of an era, to say the least.” 

At the July 6 reception in his honor, a number of current and 
retired Agawam firefighters turned out to bid adieu to Pond. 

“I didn’t think this guy would ever retire,” said retired firefight- 
er Ronnie Giordano. “We got on at the same time and I’ve been 
retired for 11 years already.” 

Following his retirement — his last day is Saturday, July 14 
— Pond said he will continue to drive for Baystate Fuel Oil Inc., 
where he’s been working for 24 years. 

Debra said she hopes to also be able to travel and visit with 
the couple’s grandchildren, Declan and Liam. But she knows his 
heart will always be with Agawam Fire Department. 

“He’s always there to help the guys; always teaching,” she said. 
“He’s a role model for them. He just loves those guys.”
